Study: Country’s incarceration level hits an all-time high 


N E W YO R K I For the first time, more than one of 
every 100 U.S. adults is in jail or prison, accord- 
ing to a new report documenting America’s 
rank as the world’s No. 1 incarcerator. It urges 
states to curtail corrections spending by plac- 
ing fewer low-risk offenders behind bars. 

Using state-by-state data, the report says 
2,319,258 Americans were in jail or prison 
at the start of 2008 — one out of every 99.1 
adults. Whether per capita or in raw num- 
bers, it’s more than any other nation. 


The report, released Thursday by the Pew 
Center on the States, said the 50 states spent 
more than $49 billion on corrections last 
year, up from less than $11 billion 20 years 
earlier. The rate of increase for prison costs 
was six times greater than for higher edu- 
cation spending, the report said. 

The steadily growing inmate population 
“is saddling cash-strapped states with soaring 
costs they can ill afford and failing to have a 
clear impact either on recidivism or overall 


crime,” the report said.

FBI Opens Investigation of Clemens 


Agency looking into 
whether the baseball

WASHINGTON j The FBI has begun 
investigating whether Roger Cle- 
mens lied to Congress when he 
denied taking performance- 
enhancing drugs. 

FBI agents in Washington 
opened the case a little more than 
two weeks after Clemens and 
Brian McNamee, his former per- 
sonal trainer, testified at a House 


committee hearing Feb. 13, each 
accusing the other of lying. 

“The request to open an inves- 
tigation on the congressional tes- 
timony of Roger Clemens has 
been turned over to the FBI and 
will receive appropriate investiga- 
tive action by the FBI’s Washing- 
ton Reid office,” FBI spokeswoman 
Debra Weierman said Thursday. 

The announcement came one 
day after two leaders of the House 
Oversight and Government Reform 
Committee asked Attorney Gener- 
al Michael Mukasey to investigate

Problems Could Delay Mars Rover

Development, budget 
issues put anticipated 
2009 launch in doubt 

LOS ANGELES I NASA’s flagship 
mission to land a nuclear-powered, 
next- generation rover on Mars is 
facing development problems and 
ballooning costs that could threaten 
its scheduled launch next year. 

NASA Administrator Michael 
Griffin told a congressional hear- 
ing this month that engineers had 
to redesign the heat shield on the 
Mars Science Laboratory after tests 
showed the protective layer would 
not survive entry through the Mar- 
tian atmosphere. 

The extra work is expected to 
add $20 million to $30 million to 
the $1.8 billion price tag, already 
$165 million over budget. 


NASA is still aiming for a 2009 
launch, but the space agency is also 
mulling alternative voyages in 2010 
and 2011, Griffin told the House 


Science and Technology Commit- 
tee on Feb. 13. 

“Things have gone along more 
slowly than we would like,” Grif- 


fin said. 

Any delay of the Mars Science 
Lab would deal a major setback to 
NASA, which already had to push 
back a mission to send an atmo- 
spheric probe to the Red Planet 
because of an undisclosed con- 
flict of interest in the purchasing 
process. 

The Mars Science Lab will be 
the most advanced and expensive 
unmanned probe ever sent to the 
Martian surface. The 9 -foot-long 
mobile robot is larger and can travel 
farther than the twin rovers Spir- 
it and Opportunity, that are still 
alive four years after parachuting 
to opposite ends of Mars. 

Data gleaned by the Mars Sci- 
ence Lab is expected to help prepare 
NASA for its long-term plans to fly 
humans to Mars after a return to 
the moon, alicia chang (ap) 


Bush: Economy 
Is Not Headed 
For a Recession 

WASHINGTON | President Bush said 
Thursday the country is not reces- 
sion-bound and, despite express- 
ing concern about slowing economic 
growth, rejected for now any addi- 
tional stimulus efforts. “We acted 
robustly,” he said. 

“We’ll see the effects of this 
pro -growth package,” Bush said, 
acknowledging that some lawmak- 
ers already are talking about a sec- 
ond stimulus package. “Why don’t 
we let stimulus package one, which 
seemed like a good idea at the time, 
have a chance to kick in?” 

The president’s view of the 
economy is decidedly rosier than 
that of many economists. “I don’t 
think we’re headed to recession. 
But no question, we’re in a slow- 
down.”

Paulson: Mortgage 
proposals would do 
more harm than good 

WASHINGTON | Treasury Secretary 
Henry Paulson said Thursday that 
many proposals being put forward 
to deal with the housing slump 
would do more harm than good. 

While he still believes that the 
housing problem remains the big- 
gest downside risk to the economy, 
Paulson said the issue needed to be 
put in perspective. He said 93 per- 
cent of all mortgages are being paid 
on time and that less than 2 percent 
are in foreclosure. 

“So, while some in Washington 
are proposing big interventions, 
most of the proposals I’ve seen 
would do more harm than good,” 
the secretary said in remarks pre- 
pared for delivery Thursday night 
before the Economic Club of Chi- 
cago. 


“I’m not interested in bailing 
out investors, lenders and specu- 
lators,” Paulson said. “I’m focused 
on solutions targeted at struggling 
homeowners who want to keep their 
homes.” 


Paulson’s comments represented 
the strongest administration objec- 
tion lodged so far to a variety of pro- 
posals being pushed by Democrats 
in Congress to do more to help.

Mayor says DCPS fire, 
health code violations 
almost fully corrected 

Many of the D.C. schools’ fire and 
health code violations have been cor- 
rected, and remaining problems will 
be addressed in the coming months, 
Mayor Adrian M. Fenty and Allan 
Y. Lew, chief of the schools modern- 
ization and maintenance programs, 
reported Thursday. 

The issues ranged from an unlit 
exit sign to an improperly mount- 
ed fire extinguisher. Lew said at a 
news conference Thursday morning 
at Johnson Middle School in South- 
east. Officials did not give out exact 
numbers on the problems corrected 


or the outstand- 
ing violations 
but said that 
all remaining 
fire and health 
code issues will 
be corrected by 
Fenty June 30. 

more serious fire code issues, the 
padlocking of exits, has been fixed 
at Johnson and eight high schools 
that were part of a $3.6 million 
pilot program for new security 
doors, Fenty said. 

Ballou, Anacostia, Spin- 
garn, Roosevelt, Dunbar, Wil- 
son, Coolidge and Cardozo high 
schools received electronic secu- 
rity systems that placed cameras 


at every exit and allowed security 
officials to instantly view any secu- 
rity breaches. 

That program, which costs 
about $700,000 per school, will 
be expanded to other schools in the 
system this summer. Lew said. 

Lew and Fenty also reported 
that school system workers and 
private contractors were on track 
to install window air-conditioning 
units and upgrade electrical wiring 
so that every D.C. classroom would 
have air conditioning this summer. 
That work is part of $120 million 
“school stabilization” maintenance 
programs. “This is the latest chap- 
ter in a long book, because there’s a 
lot of work to be done,” Fenty said.

Island Unto Itself 


The beauty and curse 
of Montserrat is its 
absence of tourists 

IN TRAVEL I Clover Lea bursts 
through the open door of my villa 
at Gingerbread Hill, the guesthouse 
she owns on the west coast of Mont- 
serrat. She doesn’t knock, but that’s 
fine by me. She has a machete in 
one hand, home-grown citrus in 
the other. 

For $125 per night. I’ve been 
renting her two -bedroom, two- 
bathroom hideaway, which I’ve 
had to pry myself away from each 
morning. There’s an open-air living 
area complete with a porch swing, 
an expansive view of the Caribbean, 
a hummingbird feeder with more 
traffic than the Capital Beltway and 
a mama dove and her chick roosting 
in an alcove near the dining table. 

From the kitchen, I can see 
mountains dipping into the sea, 
but the Soufriere Hills Volcano, 
the intolerable stepchild that’s 


been reigning over this speck in the 
British West Indies for more than 
a decade, is far to the south. Out of 
sight, but never out of mind. 

I’ve had the island to myself, and 
during the peak winter season at 
that. Montserrat, though, seems 
poised for a comeback, and during 
my visit locals have spoken of little 
else. I look at the Caribbean, devoid 
of pleasure craft, and strain to hear 
traffic on the nearby road. 

“Do you really want more people 
on this island. Clover? Won’t that 
spoil what you have?” 

“Oh, we want all the tourists we 
can get,” she says, staring wistful- 
ly to sea. “We just want to be sure 
they’re the right ones.” 

It began on July 18, 1995, when 
steam and ash starting belching 
from an ancient crater in the Sou- 
friere Hills. All at once, the scene 
was set for a decade-long assault on 
the island, which had just recovered 
from a direct hit in 1989 by Hur- 
ricane Hugo. 

About a month later, another 


eruption blanketed the capital of 
Plymouth in ash, initiating the first 
evacuation of southern Montserrat. 
And so it went for years, an unre- 
lenting barrage of evacuations, 
dome collapses, ash clouds, pyro- 
clastic flows (fast-moving walls

of superheated gas and rock that 
destroy everything in their path), 
mudflows — and bad press. 

Today, about two -thirds of the 
island has been declared an Exclusion 
Zone and is off-limits to most locals 
and visitors. And while the last major 
outburst was almost a year ago, the 


volcano is by no means dormant. 

Before the eruption, nearly 
24,000 people per year visited the 
island, according to the Montserrat 
Tourist Board. Last year, the number 
had dwindled to about 9,500. 

After a harrowing drive up to the 
Montserrat Volcano Observatory, I 
get my closest peek yet at Soufriere 
Hills. A film chronicling the erup- 
tions is terrific, but the employee 
at the front desk is even more illu- 
minating. 

She has done her share of ash- 
kicking ... and she’s tired of it. 

“I got over being afraid of that 
thing long ago,” she says. “Now I’m 
just annoyed by it.” 

Indeed, islanders seem eager 
to move on, even though the vol- 
cano hasn’t made up its mind to 
do likewise. At the new Montser- 
rat Cultural Center, I look over an 
exhibit on long-term plans to turn 
the Little Bay area — now a mash of 
dilapidated buildings and dirt roads 
on the northwest coast — into the 
island’s capital. There’ll be a mari- 
na, a cathedral, shopping prome- 
nades, parks and fountains. 

Great for the island and these 
people I’ve come to adore, no doubt, 
but I already feel a tinge of loss for 
this Caribbean the way it used to be.

The Hoyas adapt to not 
having a leading seorer 
and eontinue to win 

HOYAS HOOPS I The Georgetown 
Hoyas have been ranked in the top 
20 each week this season. They have 
beaten 23 of 27 opponents with two 
regular season games remaining. 
And they held a half- game lead in 
the Big East heading into Thursday 
night’s conference action. 

That’s who the team is. 

But much of the talk, surround- 
ing the No. 11 Hoyas has been about 
who they are not. Georgetown is not 
the same group as last year’s team, 
led by Jeff Green, that was blowing 
out tough opponents at this time 
last season and eventually reached 
the Final Four. 

There is no one person the 
Hoyas count on to score 20 


points per game. Senior center 
Roy Hibbert leads the team with 
13.4 points per game and just two 
others — Jonathan Wallace and 
DaJuan Summers, who tallied a 
game -high 21 points in Wednes- 
day’s win over St. John’s — average 
in double figures in scoring.

In Playoff Limbo 


Washington falls into 
a spiral while waiting 
for superstars to heal 

WIZARDS I Help is on the way. 

Someday. 

For now, Eddie Jordan can’t 
pluck a savior off the bench. He’s not 
going to sign an impact player off 
the street and put him in the start- 
ing lineup. And the time for making 
a trade has already passed. 

The Wizards’ coach has had to 
answer questions more fitting for a 
physical therapist than an NBA coach 
the last month and a half And with 
All-Star forward Caron Butler — 
diagnosed Wednesday with a torn 
labrum in his left hip — slated to miss 
his 11th straight game Friday night 
when the Wizards take the floor in 
Chicago, there’s no end in sight.

Ever the diplomat, Jordan was 
asked last week whether he was look- 
ing forward to the day when most of 
the questions weren’t about injuries. 


“Hopefully, [I’ll be talking] more 
about winning,” Jordan said. “We’ve 
been down this road before; we’re 
not strangers to it.” 

The keyword is “hopefully.” The 
Wizards didn’t foresee Butler’s being 
out this long when he left the Phil- 
adelphia game Feb. 6 with what 
the team described as a hip flexor 
strain. It’s now up in the air as to 
when he and Gilbert Arenas — who 
has been out since November with 
a knee injury — will return. 

“Hopefully, we will be getting 
some guys back, and it looks like 
our depth will be tremendous down 
the stretch,” Wizards guard Roger 
Mason said. “It may take us some 
time to get going, but we are only 
going to get better.”

FILM I Here’s how devoted Will 
Ferrell is to his craft: That ’fro he 
rocks in “Semi-Pro”? It’s his real 
hair, the product of six months of 
work — or neglect. 

The comedian can certainly be 
appreciated for his dedication, if not 


for his creativity. After all, you’ve 
seen this character before, this 
Jackie Moon, the owner-player- 
coach of the Flint, Mich., Tropics, 
a fledgling (and fictional) Ameri- 
can Basketball Association team. It’s 
the same self-serious, delusional guy 
Ferrell plays in almost every movie 
he’s made: Ron Burgundy in barely 
there polyester shorts; Ricky Bobby 
in nipple -clinging turtlenecks. 

It makes you wonder where else 


he can go with the persona: compet- 
itive Tiddlywinks, perhaps? But Fer- 
rell does go for it, and either you’re 
with him or you’re not. 

“Semi-Pro” is consistently fun- 
nier and more of a cohesive film, 
though, than the collection of gags 
that was “Blades of Glory.” And it 
has more than a few shadings of 
“Slap Shot,” “Major League” and 
even “Kingpin.” It’s that one-last- 
shot-at-glory premise — not that

All the King’s Women 


Catfights and betrayal 
reign supreme in ‘The 
Other Boleyn Girl’ 

FI LM I The clever casting alone had 
promise: the role reversal of the va- 
va-voomy Scarlett Johansson play- 
ing sweet country girl Mary Boleyn 
and the pixieish Natalie Portman 
playing her scheming vixen of an 
older sister, Anne. 

Add hunky Eric Bana to the mix 
as Henry VIII, jumping back and 
forth between these two contrast- 
ing beauties in his fiery youth, and 
the possibilities seemed even more 
intriguing. 

Instead, “The Other Boleyn 
Girl” too often comes off as an 
unintentionally campy, highbrow 
soap opera — albeit one with elab- 
orate production design and rich- 
ly textured costumes (the work of 
Sandy Powell, an Oscar winner for 
“Shakespeare in Love” and “The 
Aviator”). 

Director Justin Chadwick’s 
film, based on the best-selling 


novel by Philippa Gregory, looks 
great, the high -definition height- 
ening both the grit and glamour 
of 16th-century England. But sur- 
prisingly, the script from Peter 
Morgan, who had a terrific year 
in 2006 between “The Queen” and 
“The Last King of Scotland,” vac- 
illates awkwardly between sexy 
romp and serious — and seriously 
violent — period piece. 

The American actresses, put- 
ting on British accents, seem ill at 
ease at first, but Johansson settles 
nicely into her role as the Boleyn 
sister with more complex, conflict- 
ing emotions of love and loyalty. It’s 
another example of the range that 
exists within this young actress, 
who’s lately been in need of a hit. 
(This ain’t it.) 

Portman’s Anne Boleyn is all 
ruthless flirting and conniving, 
but she can’t quite pull it off; rath- 
er, it feels as if we’re watching the 
petite starlet playing dress-up for 
a high school production. 

The story is a series of preg- 
nancies and miscarriages, crosses

and double-crosses, interspersed 
with long stomps down stone cor- 
ridors and the clomping of horse 
hooves. Anne is shipped off to 
France for potentially embarrass- 
ing the family but returns edu- 
cated, sharp-tongued and more 
ambitious than ever (in a daz- 
zler of an emerald- green gown). 
Now the king, who was original- 
ly drawn to the younger Boleyn, 
Mary, finds himself drawn to her, 
which seems illogical the way it’s 
quickly and superficially depict- 
ed here; Henry brags of his abil- 
ity to see through people’s inten- 
tions, hence his attraction to the 
guileless Mary, yet it’s the exact 
opposite behavior in Anne that 
ultimately turns his head. 

Through it all, the sisters’ loy- 
alty is tested. Anne is all too happy 
to turn her back on Mary in pur- 
suit of the throne — and even rev- 
els in getting a few digs in, asking 
the pregnant Mary, “Do you feel as 
awful as you look?” But except for 
a hissy fit here and there, and of 
course a breakdown at her climac- 
tic, final moment, it’s a one -note 
performance of pure, unabashed 
social climbing. 

Your eyes will probably roll 
before anyone’s head does.

Local rockers the Apes must 
chuckle when they see the quick 
success of upstart local groups 
like Jukebox the Ghost, Le Loup 
and others. Those bands seemed 
to lead charmed lives, finding 
success from the outset of their 
careers. The Apes, meanwhile, 
have had an experience that’s more 
the norm, including lineup shifts, 
label jumps and a whole lot of fly- 
ing under the radar over the course 
of their decade together. It seems 
to be time well spent, though, as 
the band’s latest (and debut for 
Gypsy Eyes), “Ghost Games,” is 
its strongest to date. It’s the first 
album to feature vocalist Breck 
Brunson, who injects some ener- 
gy into the band that had previ- 
ously been best known for heavy, 
sludgy rock.

Clips from late-night 
comedy shows thrive 
as online viral videos 

You don’t have to stay up past 
midnight to enjoy your late-night 
shows. 

Material from David Letter- 
man, Jay Leno, Jimmy Kimmel 
and Conan O’Brien is increasingly 
turning into viral video on the Web. 
Long secluded in the wee hours of 
the night, these funnymen are now, 
with the help of a click or two, find- 
ing laughs in the waking hours. 

They’re often a hit, too, and 
none more so than Kimmel has 
been recently. 

After ABC’s lengthy Academy 
Awards broadcast on Sunday, you’d 
have to be a TV watcher of consid- 
erable endurance to stick around 
for “Jimmy Kimmel Live.” But 
even if you didn’t, by now you may 
have seen the high point of Kim- 
mel’s show. 

First, some background. Kimmel 
has made it a nightly trademark to 
end by apologizing to Matt Damon 
for not having enough time to get 
him on the show. The joke, of course, 
is that such a star would never be 
bumped. 

The bit took a turn on his fifth- 
anniversary show on Jan. 31, when 


a video was aired by Kimmel’s long- 
term girlfriend, comedian Sarah Sil- 
verman. In it, Silverman sang along 
with Damon, bragging that the two 
were sleeping together (though it 
was described in much funnier and 
more vulgar language, which was 
bleeped out). 

More than 8 million people have 
watched the video on YouTube. It’s 
also available on ABC.com. 

On the post-Oscars show, 
Kimmel got his payback. In a 
similar song, he boasted that he 
was sleeping with Damon’s good 
friend, Ben Affleck. The production 
was ratcheted up a notch and was 
styled like a “We Are the World” 
tribute. Guests included Brad Pitt, 
Harrison Ford, Robin Williams, 
Cameron Diaz, Don Cheadle and 
many more. 

As of Thursday, more than 
21/2 million had watched the video 
on YouTube. 

Kimmel is far from the only late- 
night host to find viral success on 
the Internet. CBS was the first net- 
work to aggressively tout its late- 
night comedians — Letterman and 
Craig Ferguson — on YouTube. 

Perhaps Letterman’s finest Web 
clip was his interview of Paris Hil- 
ton soon after she had been jailed 
for two weeks for alcohol-related 
reckless driving. On YouTube, more 
than 6 million people watched Let- 
terman repeatedly pepper Hilton 
about her experience in jail while 
the hotel heiress squirmed.

How one olotheshorse writer 
oonquered her messy oloset 
and tamed a mountain of boots 


“Gimme my Marc Jacobs jacket, 
you jerk! ” It was an early morning 
in January, and I wasn’t fending 
off a fashion-mad mugger: I was 
fighting with my crammed-with- 
crap closet. 

Jamming a hand onto a shelf 
above where the yellow silk bolero 


should’ve been, I dug for my new 
Old Navy jeans, instead knocking 
down a plastic bin. Purses I hadn’t 
seen since the Clinton administra- 
tion spilled onto the floor. It looked 
like another day when I’d go to work 
in an outfit based on what I could 
find, not what I’d wanted to wear. 


Unable to locate fave sweaters, 
bombarded by falling accessories 
— my dealings with my closets can 
be described only as dysfunctional. 
And mine isn’t the only sartorial 
disaster area: In 2006, Americans 
spent more than $2 billion trying to 
wrangle their wardrobes, accord- 
ing to the Association of Closet and 
Storage Professionals. 

“It’s challenging for people 
to have a space that they have 
to act as the architect of,” says 
Alexandria’s Margaret Lilly, who 


along a section of printed skirts. She 
asks, “Really, Jennifer, do you wear 
these?” I glance at the look-at-my- 
butt numbers and agree it’s time to 
send to those uglies to Goodwill. 

Lilly and other organizing 
experts agree: Purging is vital 
before binging on a closet redo — 
or another Coach purse. “If you’re 
thinking of getting rid of some- 
thing, ask yourself, ‘How does it 
make me feel?”’ says L.A. stylist 
Barbra Horowitz, who advocates 
reworking old T-shirts and dresses 
by dyeing, cutting or shortening in 
her book “Closet Control” (Sterling, 
$23). “There’s no wardrobe mistress 
in your house. Even if you spent a 
lot of money, you can say, J don’t 
want this anymore.’” 

There’s also the old rule “if you 
haven’t worn something in two 
years, get rid of it.” But you can 
also make your own laws. Banish 
unloved items after six months, or 
keep a garment bag of pieces with 
sentimental value in an extra closet. 
Don’t know what to pitch? “Bring 
a friend in, someone who will be 
frank, not someone who will sugar- 
coat about whether something looks 
good on you,” says Lilly. 

With a bagful of skirts gone 
— and one old cashmere sweater 
chicly shrunk and snipped into a 
cardi per Horowitz’s advice — I set 
about taming my closets. 

Sadly, to clean things up. I’ve got 
to make a mess, so every shoe, belt. 


helps clients corral their ward- 
robes with her business Lilly’s 
Closet (Lillyscloset. online). “People 
don’t have enough room for clothes. 
They don’t look at closets realisti- 
cally when they shop for a home,” 
says Angelo Surmelis, an L.A. inte- 
rior designer and host of HGTV’s 
“24 Hour Design.” 

Next time I buy a house. I’ll aim 
for a palace with a movie star- size 
walk-in. But until then, the real- 
ity is I have two 4 -foot-long clos- 
ets packed with an admittedly 
huge amount of stuff Boots litter 
the floors, stacks of biking shorts 
teeter in precarious stacks on high 
shelves, and blazers pack the hang- 
ing bar tighter than the floor of a 
sold-out 9:30 Club show. Before Mt. 
Wardrobe erupts again, I need help. 
So, I call the pros. 

“There’s no way you could’ve 
staged this,” says Lilly, assessing 
my closets a few days after the 
purse incident. She raises her eye- 
brows at blouses messily hanging 
on door hooks and runs her a hand

pair of cords and frock comes out. 
The closets look nude and strangely 
forlorn with their scratched, pasty 
white walls, but I’m about to fix 
that. “Make your closets fun, 
maybe by painting them inside” 
says San Francisco designer Karen 
McAloon and host of HGTV’s “Find 
Your Style.” “It gives a little pop that 
makes it fun to open the door.” 

After a couple of coats of a pump- 
kin-y orange from Benjamin Moore, 
the two gaping rectangles do look 
more inviting. But I’m not ready to 
put things back in — I’ve got shop- 
ping to do while the paint dries. Lilly 
and Surmelis have ordered me to 
replace my mishmash of hangers 
with identical, skinny steel ones 
($7 for 5 at Ikea). “They’re narrow, 
so they’ll give you more room,” 
says Lilly. 

Many of the wardrobe woeful 
rehab their closets with pricey Elfa 
shelving systems from the Container 
Store or custom-built-ins from plac- 
es like California Closets, where the 
average client spends about $3,000 
per project. Organizers and stylists 
like Lilly also do house calls and 
either install or recommend closet 
systems; their rates vary. Lilly, for 
example, charges $100 per hour. 
She thinks I can simply increase my 
space with double -hang rods ($20 
each, the Container Store). 

Armed with 200 new steel hang- 
ers, I put away dresses, pants, tops 
and skirts, sorting by color and style. 
I hadn’t bought into uniform hang- 
ers being better, but once I see the 
mod beauties neatly lined up, I 
understand. “It’s like merchandis- 
ing a boutique,” says Horowitz. Sure 
enough, my once messy closets now 
look a bit like Barneys Co-Op. 


But stacks of sweaters and boxes 
of boots and shoes still need to go 
back in the closets. To make my 
shelves less rummage sale -like and 
to organize my stacks of clothes, all 
the pros have recommended clear, 
stackable drawers. The 12 khaki 
tweed- covered numbers I choose 
come in shirt, sweater and shoe 
varieties ($17- $30, the Container

Store) with see-through, fold-down 
doors. They’re expensive, but once I 
create a sort of cubby system and fill 
them with neatly folded sweaters, 
tees and sweatshirts, it’s as if Real 
Simple has taken over the room. 

I’d always struggled to get at 
workout clothes on the closet shelf, 
so Lilly recommends storing them 
in underbed boxes. This doesn’t 
work; my sleigh bed doesn’t have 
enough clearance, and the boxes 
won’t slide under. “Measuring 
before you buy organizing pieces 
is absolutely important,” says Nealey 
Levi of D.C.’s On Track organizing 
service (Liveontrack.com). But she 
also tells clients to think outside the 
armoire and “get furniture that’s 
decorative but functional.” 

So, I take two leopard print 
fabric- covered boxes from West 
Elm ($24 each) and fill them with 


exercise shorts and tops, stashing 
them on my bedside table shelves. 
The effect? Boutique -hotel cool — 
and now I can quickly grab my togs 
before early-morning Spin class. 

“Look around the house for space 
that you aren’t using,” says McAloon. 
“If you’ve got a china cabinet and no 
dishes, fill it with shoes. I have a cli- 
ent in Manhattan who doesn’t cook 
who stores linens in her oven.” 

My husband already keeps his 
clothes in the guestroom closet, so 
I don’t think he’d like my army of 
shoes and boots invading the kitch- 
en cabinets. But there has to be a 
better way than the heaps of boxes 
formerly crowding the closet floor. 
“Hang your boots from boot trees,” 
suggest Lilly. 

I buy some; they’re basically 
oversize shoe trees with hooks 
($10, Container Store). I suspend 
six pairs of boots from another 
double rod in one closet. It looks 
as if people are hiding behind the 
clothes, but the trees work nicely. 
Flats and sneakers go in an over- 
the-door pocket organizer. “Boxes 
take up so much storage space,” says 
Surmelis. My heels stay in boxes, 
but now there’s room to stack them 
neatly on the floor. 

Weeks later. I’m still marveling 
at how my closets look and func- 
tion. Instead of chucking shoes 
on the floor or cramming jeans on 
the shelf. I’m keeping the chic little 
caves neat. The pricey storage boxes 
help me walk a neat line. OK, I’ve 
spent my spring clothing budget 
on organizing bling, but, for once, 
there’s a place for everything, and 
everything is staying in its place. 
And my closets and I haven’t argued 
in ages. Jennifer barger (express)

Living in a small 
condo doesn’t 
mean you can’t 
give great parties 

Forget worrying about whether to 
go with a white linen or ivory dam- 
ask tablecloth at your next dinner 
bash — your condo is so tiny it can’t 
actually fit a dining table. And yes, 
that Indonesian shindig in the lat- 
est issue of “Food and Wine” looks 
groovy, but where are you going to 
put 40 mango martini- swilling 
friends in your 500 -square-foot 
junior one -bedroom? Entertaining 


in cramped quarters might sound 
more challenging than becoming a 
Cordon Bleu chef, but it is possible 
to host a fete that’s big on style even 
in the smallest studio. 

“You’ve got to play around 
with the space a little bit,” says 
Josh Short, executive pastry chef 
at Buzz in Alexandria (901 Slaters 
Lane), who himself lives in a 750- 
square-foot, one-bedroom in 
Dupont Circle. He entertains sev- 
eral times a month, throwing events 
that have ranged from four- course 
dinner parties to cocktail receptions 
for 30. “Utilizing your space prop- 
erly is definitely the biggest chal- 
lenge,” says Short. “You really need

to experiment. Be creative and use 
all the space you have.” 

Short, who doesn’t have room for 
a dining-room table, stores a card 
table and folding chairs under the 
couch, pulling it out for dinner par- 
ties. “A card table sounds tacky, but 
you can do it up really well,” says 
Short, who had a beige tablecloth 
and chair covers made for the set. 

There are plenty of creative ways 
to play host in diminutive digs, from 
arranging furniture to decorating. 
First, make sure your pad is free of 
knickknacks and stacks of mail, says 
Maria McBride, author of the about-

to-be-released “Party Basics for New 
Nesters” (Collins, $27). “You not only 
have more space to put things, but if 
a space is less cluttered, it instantly 
looks larger,” she says. 

Before inviting pals over, consider 
not just where everyone is going to 
sit or stand, but where you’ll put the 
vittles and vino. Think about how 
guests will trek through the party 
on their way to snacks and cock- 
tails. “Eliminate bottlenecks,” says 
McBride. “For example, remove the 
chairs from your dining room table 
and do a buffet. It’s a great way to 
open up the traffic flow.” 

If space is at a premium, that 
sometimes means spreading your 
spread throughout your condo. 
“Set things up in different places 
so that people don’t all congre- 
gate in one area or one room,” says 
Garrett Graff, 26, editor at large at 
Washingtonian magazine. “Have 
the drinks in a different room or 
in a different area of the room than 
the food.” Forget stacking platters of 
cupcakes on the back of the toilet in 
the bathroom, but utilize any other 


surface — desktops, end tables, even 
a bedroom dresser. 

Graff, who lives in a two -bed- 
room in Woodley Park, hosts two 
to three bashes a month, from din- 
ner parties for eight to cocktails for 
20 to brunch buffets for 60. “If you 
have room for a table, six people is 
comfortable for a dinner party,” says 
McBride. “If you want more people, 
then a cocktail party or buffet is a 
good way to go.” 

Like many experienced hosts, 
Graff knows that advance prep 
work is vital to squeezing a lot of 
fun into a teeny space. “If you’re 
having a large party, it has to all 
be ready when people show up,” 
says Graff. “The more people, the 
less room you have to prep food. 
Counter space is a challenge.” 

The first time Graff hosted a 
brunch, he made pancakes and 
scrambled eggs. He found that 
just didn’t work — it took up too 
much counter space and people 
congregated in the kitchen, mak- 
ing the then- crowded room diffi- 
cult to maneuver. 

“I’ve evolved the menu so that 
every single thing is made when the 
first person shows up at the door,” 


says Graff, who now includes make- 
ahead stuff like quiche and bacon 
twists (bacon wrapped around a 
breadstick with brown sugar and 
pepper). “Everything is prepared 
and waiting to go into the oven.” 

Limiting drink options can also 


keep a snug residence from morph- 
ing into a scene from “Old School.” 
To simplify his cocktail parties, 
Graff offers wine, beer and just one 
or two specialty cocktails instead 
of operating a full bar. 

“If you ask people what they 


want, they’ll name a wide vari- 
ety of things,” he says. “But people 
will be happy with one well-made 
drink. I have a stable of eight or 10 
cocktails. I’ll pick a couple based on 
the event, the time of day and how 
many people are coming.” 

Even with plenty of planning, 
throwing a party in a small condo 
can be tough. Erin Tassey, 28, a pub- 
lic-affairs director, lives in a one- 
bedroom in Cleveland Park. She’s 
started to hold casual gatherings, 
like a cocktail hour with her girl- 
friends and a Fourth of July barbe- 
cue at her apartment’s pool. 

Tassey has hit on one of the 
secrets to making a big impres- 
sion even if your digs are tiny: Use 
a common area — an apartment 
rooftop deck, a condo community 
room — to alleviate the pressure 
of piling a couple dozen folks into 
a couple hundred square feet. 

Recently, Tassey hosted an 
Urban Family Dinner inside her 
apartment. “It’s an impromptu din- 
ner with close friends and everyone 
brings a little something,” she says. 
“It’s like Sunday dinner. We look at 
our friends in the city as our urban

Chef Copes With 
A Tiny Kitchen 

When Barton Seaver bought his 
Dupont Circle condo last year, he 
didn’t carethatthe kitchen was tiny. 
Hedidn’teven mindthe Formica coun- 
tertops, linoleum floors and electric 
range. “I sawthe kitchen, and I knew I 
could use it and said, ‘Good enough.’ “ 

Such indifference may sound sur- 
prising coming from a profession- 
al chef and sommelier at Hook restau- 
rant in Georgetown, where the kitchen 
is specifically designed to be a “show- 
piece, part of the entertainment.’’ 

Butthat’s where he works. At 
home, a much more modest space 
suits Seaver justfine. “I have zero 
complaints,’’ says the 28-year-old D.C. 
native. “It serves me and my girlfriend 
well. It’s notakitchen where you can 
have kids, butthat’s not my life now. 

I’m not home enough to require a mas- 
terpiece kitchen. I’m perfectly happy to 
have more dining room space.’’ 

When Seaver cooks at home, it’s 
typically on Sundays and — he says 
he hatesto sound cliched, but — it’s 
usually something bought at the farm- 



ers market that morning. Hisfavorite 
meal: roast chicken. “It’s a satisfying 
to cookand to eat. There is something 
very soothing and comforting about 
it.’’ (Foodies, take note: He braises the 
chicken and slidesthinly sliced lemon 
and butter undertheskin.) 

Trophy-kitchen dreamers, also 
take note: Seaver says smaller spac- 
es have big advantages. They’re eas- 
ier to clean, and they enforce organi- 
zation. “Training as a chef is learning 
to cook in very small spaces,’’ he says. 
“Restaurant kitchens have very small 
spaces.’’ Plus, he says, a little kitch- 
en “stays very much a kitchen — nota 
storage place, a TV room or a place to 
lose the keys.’’ 

Which is notto say he would not 
enjoy having a generous space one 
day. His ultimate kitchen would be 
“in a farm house where the entire first 
floor is nothing but kitchen and liv- 
ing space.’’ Itwould have warm natu- 
ral light, painted pine cabinets, mar- 
ble countertops, a farm house sink and 
varnished pinefloors “that are worn- 
in in the front of the stove and sink.’’ 
What he would really love, though, is 
an old cast-iron, wood-burning stove 
with four burners, painted a smoky 


blue like his current kitchen walls. 

“I love cooking with wood,’’ he says. 
“When the cooking source becomes 
an ingredienton its own, it’s just sexy.’’ 

FAVORITE THING ABOUT HIS KITCH- 
EN: Though it’s small, it has plenty of 
countertop space. 

LEAST FAVORITE THING: The light- 
ing. “Overhead lighting, in general, is 
not good.’’ 

WISHES HE HAD: A gas range. 
“Electric works fine, but gas is infinite- 
ly better.’’ 

COOKING TIPS: You need only one 
good knife: asix-orseven-inch all- 
purpose model. Clean as you go. 

It helps keep work surfaces clean. 
“Home cooks clean up after; restau- 
rant cooks clean as they go. Chefs 
never make anything dirty.’’ 

ON WHITE DISHES:’’The food should 
stand out, notthe plates. White plates 
will always look good.’’ 

RECENT PURCHASE: A Schlem- 
mertopf, a clay cookerfor lamb, veal 
shanks, risotto, etc. “It was about $35 
and well worth it.’’TERRi sapienza (the

family. It’s not meant to be fancy.” 

Tassey made lasagna ahead of 
time so she could hang out with her 
five guests, and asked everyone to 
pitch in by bringing appetizers or 
dessert. 

Casual gatherings like that can 
help inexperienced hosts take stock 
of how their space, cooking tech- 
niques and furniture works out 
before they attempt larger, more 
elaborate parties. 

Tassey, for one, discovered, “I 
don’t have all of the plates and 
glasses and tablecloths and things 
that are necessary for a more for- 
mal dinner party. I do have a lot 
of fun stuff that I’ve inherited 
from my parents and grandpar- 
ents. I’ve been the family trashcan 
for that kind thing. I’d like some 
matching things. But where am 
I going to put all of that stuff? 
I’m packed.” 

Indeed, figuring out where 
to stash gear when the party’s 
over is challenging. It’s possible 
to rent glasses and plates from a 
company like Party Rental Ltd. 
(Partyrentalltd.com), but that’s 
probably more trouble and expense 
than most people want to go to. 

“Any party with more than 20 
people, I just serve in plastic,” says 


Graff. “Below 20 I have a couple 
of boxes of glasses. But I don’t 
worry about making sure every- 
thing matches.” 

Short suggests borrowing serv- 
ing pieces from friends with larg- 
er places or snagging inexpensive 
glassware from Linens N Things 
or Ikea. “You can buy a pack of 10 
or 12 wine glasses for about $10,” 
he says. “I keep them in the box 
and store them under the bed or 
behind a bookshelf or in a closet. 
You make it work.”

McBride suggests thinking 
about how you can use the serving 
pieces you do have in different, 
unusual ways — salad or dessert 
in a martini glass, meatloaf baked 
in a ramekin. 

Ultimately, the most vital ingre- 
dients for a good party are creativity 
and good friends. “We’ve sat on the 
floor,” says Short, who used over- 
sized pillows around a coffee table 
for a casual dinner. “Play with it.

Condo doormen

Steven Donerson has a simple goal 
when he starts his work day at 9 a.m. 
A doorman at the Park Potomac 
Place condo complex in Potomac, 
Md., he’d like to walk outside and 
quickly scan the entrance way for 
that rare stray piece of litter. 

“Usually I get a call before I even 
get the broom outside,” he chuck- 
les. Someone’s entry card isn’t work- 
ing. The fitness room temperature 
needs adjusting. A resident wants 
help with a flat tire. Every day, 
there’s an unpredictable roulette 
of requests.

Not that he’s complaining: The 
40 -year-old D.C. native enjoys help- 
ing residents in the 10 -story build- 
ing with everything from picking 
up packages to advising would-be 
Romeos on which kind of flow- 
ers they should get their sweeties 
on Valentine’s Day. As the holiday 
approached, Donerson became a 
popular petal pusher. “I’m like, 
‘Eh — you don’t want to do red. 
When was the last time you were 
in the doghouse? Three days ago? 
You definitely don’t want to do 
red! You might want to do yellow, 
you might want to do pink. And if 
you’re really in the doghouse, you 
just do purple.’” 

Sure, he wears a gray uniform 
with navy lapels and brass buttons. 
He opens the door with a “Welcome 
to Park Potomac Place” and a big 


grin. But this self-professed perfec- 
tionist is much more than a smiling 
face who parks residents’ cars and 
brings up their mail. 

He’ll wax nostalgic about the 
days in the ’80s and ’90s when he 
drummed with Tone Loc. A history 
buff? He’ll show you a book of D.C. 
architecture he keeps in the lobby. 
He’s a confidant: “When you deal 
with people on an every day basis, 
you develop a rapport with them,” 
he says. “They’ll tell you things they 
would never tell their family mem- 
bers.” It’s a good thing he’s also good 
at keeping secrets. 

Donerson is part of a new gen- 
eration of pros who are stealthily 
and steadily integrating themselves 
into a few higher-end condos in 
the D.C. area. Call them hospital- 
ity hybrids, men and women who 
roll the responsibilities of gatekeep- 
ers, concierges and all-around go- 
to -guys (or gals) into one friendly 
package. 

Doorman-building lovers in 
New York City have long realized 
that a familiar face at the front desk

McWilliams | Ballard 
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is nice. But many modern condo 
owners in D.C. also like having a 
mobile person who can be immedi- 
ately dialed to cater to their needs, 
or sometimes, whims. 

Some condos have aligned them- 
selves with upscale hotels to ben- 
efit from the prestigious perks and 
door people. The Jamieson in Alex- 
andria is located above a Westin; 
The Waterview in Rosslyn features 
units within the new Hotel Palomar. 
But a few other complexes are strik- 
ing out on their own to provide the 
upscale service. 

Don’t feel like circling block after 
block to park your Prius or Audi? 
The doormen at Midtown Reston 
Town Center and Midtown Bethes- 
da North will take your keys (for no 
fees, besides your condo ones). 

“At Reston and Bethesda, 
where it’s a more urban environ- 
ment, there’s not a lot of parking,” 
says Nicole M. Jones, senior sales 
and marketing manager at Ket- 
tler, which developed both build- 
ings and plans to have similar ser- 
vices at future locations in the D.C. 


area. “You can tell your friends just 
to pull up front and there’s some- 
body to take care of them. It’s just a 
convenience factor.” Package pickup 
is provided, too. 

And condo dwellers don’t need 
to check into the Four Seasons to 
secure bellhop -style aid, either. 
Business developer Frank Carzo, 
29, a resident at Georgetown’s 3303 
Water Street complex, admits he 
hasn’t found himself in a “man, I 
really need a doorman right now” 
situation. But he has noticed how 
the doormen at his building help 
residents with unwieldy bags of 
groceries and heavy luggage. “The 
doors are extremely heavy — we 
have these ridiculous flood doors 
because it’s on Water Street,” says 
Carzo. “So they’ll pull their car up 
front.” Suddenly getting unloaded 
and into the building is a breeze. 

And sometimes, it’s just nice to 
have an extra pair of hands. 

Attorney Mary McKinney, 28, 
was initially drawn to the Metro - 
pole because of its Logan Circle 
location and the on-site Vida Fit-

ness club. But when she walked 
into the building’s sales center last 
April, she met Edwin Gonzales. He 
doesn’t wear a formal uniform and 
doesn’t hold open doors. But like 
Donerson, he’ll be an assistant of 
sorts to the building’s 90 residents 
when units deliver late this summer. 
Gonzales will act as a Guy Friday of 
sorts, doing everything from walk- 
ing Metropolers’ dogs to watering 
their houseplants. 

McKinney, who bought a Metro- 
pole unit, will be among the new 
residents. She admits she doesn’t 
really see herself as person who’d 
rely on Gonzales heavily. Still, she 
can visualize hitting him up for help. 
“Just arranging daily services that I 
just never get out of the office at 7 to 
do,” she says. “Like picking up dry 
cleaning or getting a pair of shoes 
repaired. Things like that are going 
to be made so much easier.” 

If she’d read about Gonzales on 
paper, she says it wouldn’t have fac- 
tored into her decision. But experi- 
encing his affable personality first

hand contributed to her choice to 
buy there. 

And that’s the point: Getting 
help with pesky tasks is one thing, 
but it’s even better when the said 
“assistant” is upbeat and pleas- 
ant. “When they realize this per- 
son just won’t be a warm body, but 
somebody who will make their lives 
easier, then it’s important to them,” 
explains Metropole sales manager 
Andrew Riguzzi. 

Important, yes, but don’t expect 
to see doormen outside every build- 
ing in town anytime soon. Matthew 
Lasner, an assistant history profes- 
sor at Georgia State University — 
who wrote his Harvard PhD. dis- 
sertation on the history of condos 
in the U.S. — says the gatekeeper 
trend is cyclical. When there’s a 
condo boom, look for an increase 
in specialized services. “There 
were lots [of units sold] in the 
late ’60s, early ’70s, late ’80s and 
again today,” he says. The more peo- 


ple buying, the more focus there is 
on finer details like doormen. He 
also believes that demographic and 
economic trends — empty- nester 
Baby Boomers wanting to downsize, 
more double -income couples who 
can afford pricier pads — usually 
mean an uptick in condo -service 
expectations. 


Housing needs in the Washing- 
ton area have evolved, too. “D.C. is 
certainly a much safer city than it 
was 20 or 30 years ago,” says Las- 
ner. “So in one sense, that need 
for human security may be less 
important to people. But I think 
that demand for the personal, indi- 
vidual service has grown. There 


are also more people with money 
in Washington than there were a 
generation ago. We’ve gone from a 
city of civil servants and journal- 
ists to [one with] quite a robust 
private sector. Perhaps the door- 
man is another aspect of gentri- 
fication.” 

Will D.C. ever rival doorman 
mecca Manhattan? Not in num- 
bers. While Riguzzi sees a rising 
demand for a certain level of service 
at condos in the District, smaller 
building sizes here will likely keep 
doormen from becoming too com- 
monplace. In a city where no build- 
ing can be taller than the Capitol, 
condos tend to be smaller than their 
New York counterparts, resulting 
in more costs (aka, higher condo 
fees) defrayed between fewer resi- 
dents. 

Whether a doorman is worth the 
extra bucks is something residents 
need to consider once they obtain 
majority control of their building. 
Initially, when a developer builds 
a condominium, amenities from 
rooftop swimming pools to a uni- 


formed doormen are selected by the 
company. Yet when residents own 
a specified majority of the proper- 
ty, the condo association calls the 
shots, determining the budget and 
deciding if the doorman should be 
eliminated. 

That didn’t happen at 3303 
Water Street, says Carzo, who thinks 
his fellow residents like the upscale 
image having one confers. And even 
though she doesn’t move in until 
August, McKinney anticipates she’ll 
vote to keep Gonzales. 

When the majority shifts to the 
owners at Park Potomac, board of 
directors president Bruce Fonoroff 
doesn’t think Donerson or his broth- 
er Haywood, with whom he splits 
his duties, should be worried. 

“Many residents said. What do 
I really need that for? It’s not some- 
thing high on my priority list,”’ he 
says. “But having lived here for a 
couple months, they’ve said. Wow! 
This is an amenity that’s very nice.’” 
To borrow a favorite phrase of Don- 
erson’s: “Yes indeedy.” kriscoronado

At Ikea, an 
Inside Job 


A New York comic 
temporarily makes 
himself at home at 
the Swedish store 

Mark Malkoff is asleep in his afford- 
able bedroom at 7 a.m. It is three 
hours before the Ikea store opens, 
and his glasses rest on the “Malm” 
bedside table. His producer, Brian 
Stankus, gently taps him on the 
shoulder. “Mark?” Stankus whis- 
pers. “You have a visitor.” 

Mark Malkoff lives in this Ikea. 
You may have heard his story — 
apartment being fumigated, film- 
maker needs home for six days, Ikea 
says yes. You may have even been 
one of the million daily hits on his 
Web site. 

In case you aren’t, Malkoff, 31, is 
really excited to grant total access 
to the experiment. 


It is not that he lacks privacy. It’s 
that he repudiates it, denies that 
there is any cause for it to exist. 

Is he genuine? Oh, you bet. But 
it’s a sly sort of genuine, the kind 
that perhaps can’t be bothered with 
what “real” means anymore. The 
kind that asks “Is it okay if I ....” 
before making the slightest move. 
Permission to brush my teeth now? 
I hope you’re getting what you need 
for your story. 

Living in an Ikea. It’s funny, no? 
It’s also the type of publicity stunt 
that was once a means to a bigger, 
more traditionally famous end — 
and has now become its own pro- 
fessional genre. 

Malkoff is a Weblebrity, the guy 
who gained online status by being 
The Guy Who. He was the guy who 
visited all of Manhattan’s 171 Star- 
bucks outlets in 24 hours. The guy 
who got Broadway stars to ride a 
Ferris wheel with him. The guy who

put together a Guns N’ Roses trib- 
ute band composed entirely of chil- 
dren. Each of these endeavors has its 
own Web site, all linking back to the 
mother ship, Markmalkoff.com. 

“This is all real,” he says earnest- 
ly, recounting how he ended up in 
the store. His apartment really was 
being fumigated. Hotels are expen- 
sive. Ikea was dubious at first, but 
once they got to know Malkoff 

— realized what G-rated videos 
he made and what a good, unpaid 
spokesman he’d be — they opened 
the doors. 

The videos posted daily to the 
Web site? Real, too! “We sketch out 
some scenes,” says Malkoff, “but the 
interactions are all real. We haven’t 
faked anything.” 

Like right now in the editing 
room, two sleep -deprived guys 
piece together footage from the 
goldfish funeral Malkoff held a 
few days ago when his pet, Abra- 
ham, died. The guys are volunteers 
who know Malkoff from “The Col- 
bert Report.” They really did have 
the funeral. They really did hire 
a bagpipe player to play “Amaz- 
ing Grace.” The video captures, 
exactly, what a real Ikea goldfish 
funeral would look like. Or at least 
as far as you can guess. Because 
real Ikea goldfish funerals are an 
entirely fake construction. (That, 
and Abraham didn’t die. When 
the team decided a funeral would 
be funny, they got a little piscine 
cadaver from Petco.) 

Other videos have included Mark 
taking his wife, Christine — who 
stayed with friends for the week 

— on an Ikea date and Mark play- 
ing Nerf tag with the night secu- 
rity guard. 

Malkoff wanders through the 
store with a Q-tip, left over from 
the shower, sticking out of his ear. 


He greets all of the employees by 
name, cheerfully waves to custom- 
ers, most of whom wave back. Final- 
ly a guy stops him and says, “Man, 
you got a Q-tip in your ear.” 

“Really?! Thanks. I was not 
aware of that.” He leaves it in. 

Shtick? Hard to tell. He talks the 
way that lots of young people talk

now, carefully and with awareness, 
as if even the off- camera bits might 
be recorded for posterity. 

When Malkoff is asked what his 
dream career would be, he gestures 
around to the store, to his camera- 
man. “This!” he says. His own pro- 
duction crew and enough of abudget 
to make more wacky content with 
glossy production values. 

Video after video, Web hit after 
Web hit. 

The guy who became the guy 
who became the guy who. 

With that desire comes the tight- 
rope walk between Internet real and 
really real. The appeal of Malkoff 
is that he is “on” all the time: When 
visitors come to his Ikea pad, they 
see the same eager, goofy guy whose 
Rims they’ve been watching online. 
He needs to be what they expect. Is 
it okay if I take a nap now? 

He’s pleasant to be around, but 
boy, is he exhausting to watch. 

“Mark is so genuine,” says Marty 
Marston, the Ikea corporate employ

ee who okayed Malkoff’s stay and 
stops by occasionally to check on 
her charge. “Just like the boy next 
door — a little nerdy, but so nice 
and genuine.” A few minutes later, 
she says, with no sense of the con- 
tradiction, “But sometimes it’s hard 
to tell when he’s being real.” 

People come to visit Mark in 
Ikea because it makes sense to 
them. Not the older people; they 
come because they want a specta- 
cle. But the Web gen visitors, they 
come because they wonder why they 
didn’t think of this first. 

They come bearing coffee and 
then hang out to chat. Pam Irwin, 
dressed all in black from a morning 
funeral (real, not goldfish), brings 
Malkoff a bag of tacos, thinking he 
might be tired of cafeteria food. 

“I came to see the crazy Ikea 
guy,” says Sally Drew, peering 
through Malkoff’s paneless bed- 
room window. Inside, a stranger 
casually checks Malkoff s used bath 
towel for a price tag. “But now I see 
it’s not crazy at all.” 

“I basically live in an Ikea any- 
way,” says Tom Dawson, loitering 
around the living room. “I mean, 
my house isn’t blue, but everything 
inside is Ikea.” 

A young woman repeatedly 
prompts her toddler to approach 
Malkoff. “Say, I’ll clean your room 
for a piece of gum! ’ “ she instructs. 


Malkoff thinks it’s a great idea, but 
when the woman realizes no crew 
member is around to videotape it, 
she and her son wander away. 

Malkoff is unfailingly enthusias- 
tic to meet all of his guests, inviting 
them to visit his Web site, jump on 
his bed, send him e-mails — he’ll 
answer every one. 

At the beginning of the week, he 
was putting out two or three videos 
of filtered reality a day. But now it’s 
nearly 2 p.m., and no filming has 
begun, mostly because in the five 
days he’s been here, he’s become 
too famous to do the antics that 
made him famous to begin with. 
He gave three phone interviews 
before breakfast. He took a call 
from Sally Jessy Raphael — he’d 
interned for her show when he was 
at NYU and is trying to get her to 
come visit him at the store. 

At one point, Stankus, the pro- 
ducer, confides that he won’t let 
Mark read any online commen- 
tary about the project, to keep the 
stress off the star. 

He is already brainstorming his 
next project, to keep momentum 
going, before everyone forgets about 
Ikea: He might have a second bar 
mitzvah. (A hint of the ordinary boy 
he was, growing up in Hershey, Pa., 
with a financial planner dad and a 
real estate agent mom.) He might 
do something with Anne Geddes, 
the photographer. He might go on a 
quest to be awarded a key to the city.
